tracts. In these contracts and Bub- 
contracts for the British government 
the Canadian people have a dednite 
interest, because when the accounts 
are adjusted after the war Canada 
will have to Pay her share. 
Second:—By quoting prices to the 
British War Office, quotations . based 
on the fat prices of the armament 
trust during the times of Peace, and 
sticking to those prices long after 
general competition hy thousands cf 
munition factories had brought the 
prices down to q more reasonable le- 
vel, the Bertram Shell Commission

body but ‘the Briitish government? 
An equally pertinent question is, 
What right did they have to accum- 
ulate a surplus at all? If they cut 
prices down to the point justified by 
the increasing competition and chea- 
Per production of war material, they 
would have been able to snow nig 
such swollen surplus. As a matter 
of fact the Bertram Shell Committee 
prices were presently edited by Mes- 
srs Thomas and Hichens, who were 
sent over from England by Lioyd 
George to see avout it. After their 
visit the Committee reorganized and 
prices took a big drop. Incidentally 
it was after Messrs Thomas’ and, 
Hichens’ visit that the ultimate de- 
stination of the ‘‘paper profit’’ was} 
decided upon. It goes back to tha 
British War Office where it belongs 
and Sir Sam’s lawyers make a great 
virtue of handing it over, although 
the gnnouncement comes somewhat 
late in the day. 

Third:—The Bertram Shell! Commit- 
tee, through its imported expert‘and 
factotum, Colonel David Carnegie, 
the man with a tongue hung in the 
middle, the man with a Kitchener 
salary, which is, we ‘believe, more 
money than he ever saw in a lump 
before in his life,—the Bertram Shell 
Committee, working through Colonel 
David Carnegie, was highly success- 
ful in‘scaring off Colonel Frederic 
Nichols. when he first proposed mak- 
ing loaded shells in Canada. It was 
not so successful, however, in  scar- 
ingoff Lloyd Harris and the Russell | 
Motor Company when they wanted 
to make time fuses. After these 
Canadian manufacturers had been 
strung along until they were  thor- 
oughly sore, they were given an or- 
der for: five hundred thousand time 
fuses gt seventy-five cents less per 
fuga than the American companies, 
just to make them be good, A sop 
to Ceberus, so to speak, 

Tt was in this connection that Mr. 
Harris was toid to ‘see Allison.’ 
Seeing a ‘man, as every good poker 
player knows, costs more money than 
any ‘other part of the game. It cer- 
tainly cost the British government a 
lot of money to see Allison—he kept 
on raising ’em all the time. 

Fourth:—Contracts for graze fuses 
at $4.00 cash were awarded to the 
American Ammunition Company by 
the Bertram Shell Committee at a 
time when the British government, 
through Morgan & Company, were 

warding them to other United Sta- 
tes manufacturers at $2.70 each. The 
Rritish War Office kept cabling to 
Shell Committee not

Naturally the commission 
came first and was the least trouble, 
so the day after the contract Was 
signed they sat down at the Chat- 
eau Laurier and split it three ways. 


;Cadwell, who intended toimake the 


fuses, was satisfied to take 25 per 
cent., a straight $250,000,000, but on 
that point he was as firm as the 
rock of Gibraltar, Naturally Bad- 
well got the share he claimed. Bas- 
sick, tie other manufacturer, who, 
by the way, had no intention of any 
manufacturing, stood out for $275,- 
000, wot it, and shortly thereafter 
faded away. Benjamin F. Yoakum, 
Wall Street privateer and soldier of 
fortune, who had several Canadign 
honorary colonels to ‘‘look after,’ 
pulled down $475,000. 

These were pretty good profits for 
men who had never lifted a finger 
to make fuses, but they are said to 
be a mere trifle beside the profits in 
manufacturing which allow plenty of 
room for rake-ofis in-between. So

JAMES J. HILL 1S DEAD 


St. Paul, May 29.—James J. Hill, 
railroad builder, capitalist and most 
widely known figure of the northwest 


died at his Summit avente residence which he knew there was no hope of 


at 9.30 o'clock this morning as the 
result of an infection due to bowel 
trouble. 

James J. Hill discovered the bread 
basket of ‘the world im the great 
northwest; he led in its development 
from a wilderness into what is now 
six wealthy states dotted with 400,- 
000 farms; and he blazed a trail 
for transportation which reached ev- 
entually from Buffalo to Asia, with 
a total mileage of ail and s‘team- 
ship facilities that would nearly ;zir- 
dle the earth. 

Near Guelph, Ontario, where James 
the 
son of. an Trish-Canadian farmer who 
died when the boy was 15 years old, 
there stands a_ tree stump labelled 
“The last tree chopped by Jas, J. 
Tiill.’’ It marked the lad’s resolut- 
ion to go to the United States. He 
had been prompted by an odd inci- 
dent according to the story that is 
told, a strange traveller had stop- 
ped at the Hill farm for dinner and 
left his horse ot the gate. Young 
Hill saw the‘\animal was tired, and 
he carried:it/a pail of water. The 
strange> was )pleased with the lad's 
thoughtfulness, and as he drove off 
he tossed him a newspaper from the 
United States, and called out grave- 
ly: 
“Go there, young man, That coun- 
try needs youngsters of your spirit.” 

Hill read the paper carefully. It 
was the next morning tnat he chop- 
ped his last tree.

A good many years ago when.! was 
a young man | went out west to seek 
my fortune «nd brought up in Colorado 
Springs. he place had then just 
emerged from a show place for scen- 
ery, being called the Gurden of the 
Gods, into a small town, and John 
Quackenbos had established a banking 
house, which has loug since passed out 
of existence.

The House Fly Danger 


i House flies are now recognized as 
‘most dangerous carriers of the germs 
,of such diseases as typhoid fever, 1n- 
fantile diarrhoea, tuberculosis, ct. 
From fifth and decaying materials, 
ithey carry infection to the home and 
to the food we eat. 

The hest method to 
flies is to prevent their 
; House flies breed in decaying or de- 
jComposing vegctable and animal mzet- 
ter and in excrement. Stable refuse 
,is especially attractive to them. In 
ycitics this should be stored in dark 
fly-proof receptacles, and should he 
regularly removed within six days in 
summer. Farm manure should also 
be removed within the same tine, 
and either spread on the fields, or 
stored at a distance of a quarter of 
a mile from a house or dwellinz. 

Manure piles may be treatel with 
horax, using three-fifths of a pound 
to every ten cubic feet of manure. 
Scatter the dry borax principally a- 
Tound the sides and edges f{ the 
Pile and wash in with water. 

Kitchen refuse is a favorite hreed- 
ing place for flies, and great care 
should be taken to Keep garbage cans 
tightly covered. The contents should 
be buried or burnt at once il possi: 
ble. No refuse should be left cx- 
posed. If it cannot be dispose? of 
at once it should be sprinkled «fth 
borax, as described above, or with 
chloride of lima 

Windows and doors should have 
screens to keep flie8 out of the louse 
Milk and other foods should be cov- 
red with musiin or other netting. I¢ 
is especially important to keep _ flies 
owt of sick rooms and to prevent the 
Spread of disease by this means.

“BREED MORE CATTIN | 


A very, competent authority states 
that, having reference to last year’s 
trade, average prices current for beef 
on the Smithfield market, London, 
England, for‘1915, show an lincrease 
of 40 per cent since the outbreak of 
war.' The last English produce  re- 
port to hand quotes Irish beef at 
19 to 20c per pound, for sides whole 
sale and English at 20c to 21ce per 
pound, as against a price of 154 to 
16 for Irish and 153.to 163¢c for 


lee vert during the last week in De- 


Cember 1915. It furthcr quotes chili- 
1é4c and hind quarters at 19%c, 
against 124 and 1l6éc respectively in 
December. "‘Supplies of frozen \heef 
are practically exhausted, only a few 
odd lots of bull beef being obtain- 
able. These, in view of the strong 
demantd ruling for all classes, real- 
ize high prices. The absence of fro- 
ten supplies has again forced buyers 
on to the chilled article, with the 
result that - values have REE | 
sharply.” 

The general beef situation, from 
the standpoint of the home and for- 
eign market, further emphasiwcs the 
‘shortage of supply. One feature is 
particularly noteworthy. It has nev- 
er been indicated from any country 
that there is an undue accumulation 
of beef in storage or a congestion of 
cattle going forward to market. Pre- 
gent prices and preSent demand fully 
confirm this fact. The position in 
Europe is well known. ‘The Argent- 
ine output has been absorbed for 
army supply to such an extent that 
very little frozen Argentine becf is 
available for civil consumption in 
Great Britain. Australia has passed 
through a severe season of drought 
and her exportable surplus has been 
greatly diminished. Moderate sup- 
‘plies of cow beef are. going forward 
from New, Zealand but these are not 
of first-rate quality. Canada and 
the United States have not apprecia- 
bly increased their cattl, population 
and are clearly able to find a remu- 
nerative market in Murope for any 
of their product available for ex- 
port. The steady and continuous 
rise in price definitely reveals the 
condition of the world market for 
beef and emphasizes the fact that 
the situation is growing worse with ' 
the progress of the war.

DAIRY PRODUCTS PROSPECTS 


In the second number of the Agri- 
cultural War Book just issued unter 
the auspices of the Federal Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, there is much 
valiiable information regarding the 
dairy products of this and other 
countries, A significant conclusion 
to be rived from the statistical 
and other facts there supplied is that 
Canada is not doing all that she 
might in meeting the world’s  de- 
mands for these commodities. There 
is, however, some consolation in the 
statement made by Professor Dean, 
of the Ontario Agricultural College 
that 1915 showed an improvemen:. 
There is additional solace in the 
fact that: Alberta and Saskatchewan 


fe grain. Enormous stores of wheat'are devoting special attention to the 


are tied up im Russia. in Siberia 
alone there is an accumulation of 
over 9,000,000 tous of grain. Wutil 
peace is declared, this accumulation 
will probably become more pronoun- 
ced. After the war, the production 
of grain will again be undertaken on 
an enormous scale in all the conten- 
ding countries. In view of this fact 
and with the release of the accumu- 
lated stocks, it is undoubtedly truco! 
that grain will then take a drop in! 
ptice to a very considerable extent. 
With an overstocked grain market 
and a pronounced under-supply of 
cattle the fazmers of Canada should 
have little difficulty in making wp: 
their: minds as to what their policy 
shall be for the future, 

One warning, however, should. be 
‘given. We must emphasize quality 
before quantity. On the British mar- , 
ket Canadian beef does not equalin 
quality the beef exported from the 
United States or from'the Argentine. 
Unless we can improve our cattle, 
as regards both quality and finish, 
We need not expect to be able to ef- 
{rent sales at Smithfield, but shall be 
obliged to seek a market in France 
or Italy. Even our best grass cat-! 
tle, when offered on the Chicago mar- 
ket last year, yielded disappointing 
returns. In Canada there is any 
number of beef cows but we can 
never develop a beef trade by breed- 
ing these to dairy bulls, to grade or 
even to pure bred bulls of thferior ' 
|type. A really good pure bred sire 
is an asset to any community. He 
'should have the patronage of all the 
|farmers in the community. The use 
or maintenance of a scrub bull, under } 
should be 


.deemed an unpatriotic act. 

One other non-progressive practice | 
Should be.eliminated or, at least su- 
‘perseded by a better one. Reference 
is to the sale and purchase of stock- 
ishing in the stable or on grass. In 
‘the case of the farmer who sells the 
cir- 
cumstances, is a mistaken one. He 
should feed and fin sh hig own stock. 


a speculative and non-productive en- 
terprise is continued and encouraged 
{which has neither an economic nor a 
practical argument in its favor. He 
should grow his own feeders, or a 
part of them at least. Trading of 
this nature hag done as much as any 
other factor to destroy the beef 
cattle industry in many parts of 
Canada. It can! only be built up 
jby a change of system.

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FToducts of the dairy. Last year 
was the best year in this respect 
that those provinces ever Knew and 
1916 promises a great deal better 
Something that the entire com- 
munity needs to bear in mind is that 
if we continue to turn out cheese 
and butter of the standard attained 
to and recognized abroad, the mar- 
ket can hardly be over-supplied. Ca- 
nadian cheese has earned a reputat- 
ion that cannot be excelled, a rrat- 
ifying fact that is abundantly pro- 
ven by the market price. Butter is 
not so much in demand for the one 
simple reason that it Is not easily 
kept, or, in-other words, is more 
perishable. 


Statistical” tables” regarding dairy 
products are given in the War Book 
that are well worthy of study, being 
at once enlightening, instructive and 
encouraging. From thess, for in- 
‘stance, is learnt that in ten years 
our increase of values in dairy prto- 
ducts reached a total of $42,869,071, 
Alberta ranking third highest in the 


Some other information glceanzd 
from the book is that although va- 
lues increased lin the older provinces 
owing to the greatly enhanced prices 
the number of milch cows in those 
provinces decreased considerably. 
On the other side we have the ma;- 
nificient showing made by the west- 
ern provinces, in which the agsreg- 
ate increase of milch cows reached 
close upon a quarter of a million in 
the decade.
